First Day 



The One Hundred and Fourteenth Session of the Virginia Annual Con- 
TERENCE OF THE Methodist EPISCOPAL Church, South, wrs held at Lynchburg, 
Va., beginning on Wednesday, November 11th, 1896, Bishop W. W. Duncan 
presiding. 

The Conference was called to order at half-past nine o’clock A. M. by Bishop 
Duncan, who conducted Divine service ; after which he made an address to the 
Conference. 

The Secretary of the last Conference called the roll, and 203 clerical members and 
28 lay delegates answered to their names. (There were present during the Session 
242 clerical members and 40 lay delegates — about 91 per cent, of the number 
enrolled.) 

Paul Whitehead was elected Secretary, and S. S. Lambeth and Ernest Stevens 
Assistant Secretaries. 

On motion of A. Coke Smith, the hours of meeting and adjournment, daily, were 
fixed at nine o’clock A. M. and one o’clock P. M. 

On motion, the Presiding Elder of the Lynchburg District and the preachers 
stationed in Lynchburg and its suburbs, were appointed a Committee on Public 
Worship. 

The (Committee on Memoirs was, according to regulation on that subject, consti- 
tuted as follows: Paul Whitehead, Wm. E. Judkins and John J. Lafierty. 

A communication from the Book Agents of the M. E. Church, South, was laid 
before Conference, read, and, on motion, referred to the Committee on Publishing 
Interests. 

A communication from the Secretaries of our Board of Missions (Rev. H. C. 
Morrison, D. D., and Rev. W. R. Lambuth, D. D.) was laid before the Conference, 
read, and, on motion, referred to the Board of Missions of this Conference. 

A communication from the Church Extension Board of our Church (through 
Dr. D. Morton, Secretary), was laid before Conference, read, and, on motion, re- 
ferred to the Board of Church Extension of this Conference ; as was also a commu- 
nication from the Woman’s Parsonage Home Mission Society (through Mrs. Har- 
grove, President), which was also read to Conference. 

A communication from Rev. S. A. Steel, D. D., General Secretary of the Ep worth 
League of our Church, was laid before Conference, read, and, on motion of Geo. 
H. Ray, was referred to a committee of five, with E. H. Rawlings as chairman ; and 
the Bishop was requested to appoint the other members of the committee, and 
accordingly designated Geo. H. Ray, W. B. Beauchamp, G. H. McFaden and 
E. G. Moseley as such. 
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The Committees and Boards of the Conference were constituted for the present 
session. (See Conference Boards and Committees.) 

Minute Question 6, “ Who are transferred from other (Conferences?” was called, 
and the following was announced : Robert M. Saunders, an elder from Tennessee 
Conference. 

On motion, the Chair was requested to appoint a committee of three to nominate 
a Committee on Conference Relations. The Chair appointed Wm. E. Edwards, 
T. McN. Simpson and James L. Spencer to compose said committee. 

On motion of J. L. Spencer, a committee of three was ordered on the subject of 
temperance, and the Chair appointed W. W. Lear, R. Ferguson and J. L. Spencer 
to compose the committee. 

Minute Question 20, “Are all the preachers blameless in life and oflficial adminis- 
tration?” was called, and the followed elders passed in examination of character: 
Alexander M. Hall, James A. Riddick, Joseph J. Edwards, Robert N. Crooks, John 
McClelland, W. A. Robinson, Herbert T. Bacon, W. A. Crocker, John R. Dey, James 
R. Waggener, Thomas P. Wise, James F. Brannin, Thos. J. Bayton, E. M. Jordan,. 
David M. Wallace, Jacob Manning, Lemuel S. Reed, John L. Clarke, James E. 
Gates, John W. Crider, Wm. F. Bain, and, on motion, their names, respectively, 
were referred to the Committee on Conference Relations for a superannuated 
relation.

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REV. WILLIAM HENRY CHRISTIAN, A. M., D. D. 

BY W. E. JUDKINS. 

Rev. William H. Christian was the son of Edmund and Mary Chris- 
tian, and was born in New Kent county, Virginia, June 8, 1825, and died in 
Richmond, Virginia, on the 12th of February, 1896. 

His educational advantages were superior, and he availed himself of 
them. After preparing for college, he first -went to Dickenson College, 
where he spent two years, and from there to Randolph- Macon College, 
where, at the end of tw’o more years, he graduated with the degree of A. B. 
He subsequently attended the University of Virginia one session, and 
graduated there in some of its schools. In due course of time, Randolph- 
Macon College conferred upon him the degree of A. M., and afterwards 
that of D. D. For many years he served this institution as trustee, and his 
zeal and wisdom made him a valued and useful member of that Board. 

In the sixteenth year of his age he was happily converted to God at a 
camp-meeting in Charles City county. This event proved the turning point 
in his earthly history. Though from early youth he had been under the 
impression that he would have to preach, the question, of course, could not 
be settled until he gave his heart to God. After this, his call to the min- 
istry became clear and decided, and he proceeded to qualify himself for the 
work of that holy office. 

After his graduation, he taught school for a year at an academy near 
Wilmington, N. C., and then, in November, 1852, he joined the Virginia 
Conference at its session held in Fredericksburg, Va. His first appointment 
was to the church in Fredericksburg, where the Conference was held, and 
where he served for two years. From this charge, and because of impaired 
health, resulting from a severe attack of the measles, he entered the educa- 
tional work of the church for awhile, and was appointed Professor in the 
Warrenton Female College. From this position, he was elected to the 
Presidency of the Raleigh Female College— then a most flourishing institu- 
tion — and remained there till 1857, when he accepted the Presidency of the 
Petersburg Female College. 

Regaining his health, he surrendered the educational work, and, in 1858, 
re-entered the work of the active ministry, and was appointed Presiding 
Elder of the Nottoway District. He served this district three years. After 
this, his fields of labor were as follows: Union Station, Richmond, two 
years; Clay Street, Richmond, two years. The war between the States 
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having now closed, his next appointments were: Danville District, as Pre- 
siding Elder, three years; Dinwiddle Street Church, Portsmouth, Va., (now 
Monumental), two years ; Manchester, two years ; Centenary, Lynchburg, 
four years; Cumberland Street, Norfolk, three years; Murfreesboro District, 
as Presiding Elder, four years ; thence back again to his old charge in 
Manchester, four years; then Centenary, Norfolk, one year; Hampton, 
four years ; Martinsville, two years ; and Bedford City, one year. 

An analysis of these appointments shows he served the church in her 
educational work five years, and in the active ministry, as pastor and Pre- 
siding Elder, thirty-eight years, making a total of forty-three years. Of 
his work in the active ministry, twenty eight years were spent in the pas- 
toral charge of stations, and ten years in the office of the Presiding Eldership. 

And now that he has ceased from his labors and fallen on sleep, and we 
are gathered here to pay this farewell tribute to his memory, the question 
arises. How did he perform the work assigned him? We answer, with 
great fidelity and success. He truly “ served his generation by the will of 
God.” It has been said of him that, during his ministry, “In every pas- 
toral charge he served, God graciously revived His wmrk and strengthened 
His cause.” 

In memory, he comes before us to-day : in person, tall, handsome, manly- 
looking, with ruddy face and genial greeting. In intellect, cultivated, 
chaste. In social life, ever courteous, refined, gentlemanly. As a Christian 
minister, dignified, affable, and as one sensible of his high commission, and 
so, daily on the altar of consecration to his God and the highest welfare of 
his fellow'men. Few excelled him in fidelity as a pastor. His practical 
wisdom w'as above the average. He was a man of affairs, and knew how 
to bring things to pass. Punctual, exact, methodical, conscientious— affairs 
underjhis hand took shape, order, and moved forward to successful issues. 

As a preacher, he was chaste in style, fervent and earnest in delivery, 
preaching the great themes of the Gospel with such simplicity, and often 
with such moving power, that it will take the records of eternity to tell 
how many hundreds of souls he led to Christ, how many weary souls he 
comforted and strengthened, and what a potential factor he was in his day 
and generation in building up the church, and so extending the kingdom 
of God. 

His ten years of service as Presiding Elder bespeak for him an adminis- 
tration of ability in harmony with his w’ork as a pastor, and his success in 
both relations attest his worthiness and faithfulness. 

While in charge of Bedford City station last year, he rounded out his 
seventieth year, and lived to complete his forty-third year in the work of 
the Conference. During this year, his healtti began to fail, and at its close 
was so feeble that he was placed by his brethren upon its honored roll of 
superannuated ministers. How the necessity for this may have saddened 
him we know not, but he quietly accepted his lot, and settled in Richmond, 
Va., in the hope and with the desire of doing some more work for the 
Master. His end, however, was near; much nearer than many supposed. 

On the 12th of February, 1896, he was taken suddenly ill, and in an hour 
or two passed away to his eternal reward. 

He was twice married, his first wife being Miss Susie D. Branch, daughter 
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of Thos. Branch, Esq., then of Petersburg, Va., and by whom he had two 
sons and one daughter, the latter and one son still living. His last wife 
was Miss Mary E. Bragg, of Richmond, and daughter of William N. Bragg. 
She survives him. 

His long term of service and wide field of labor gave him access to thou- 
sands into w’hose hearts he entered, and where he will be gratefully en- 
shrined. A large number of them attended his funeral at Park Place 
church, Richmond, among whom were many of his ministerial brethren, 
and his body was laid to rest in Hollywood cemetery. 

He will answer our roll-call here no more, but we feel assured his name 
is on Heaven’s high roll of honor, and up there we, his brethren, hope to 
greet him again. 



REV. ESMOND ANSON GIBBS.

The Conference lost on March 25th, 1896, of heart disease, the Rev. E. A. 
Gibbs, a member of this body, with a long, honorable and useful career. 
The day before his death he preached in the pulpit of the Presbyterian 
Church, in the village of Charlotte Courthouse, Va. He died at Bon Air, 
his home, near that shiretown. 

He was a native of Bedford county, Va. He lived, lacking two days, 
seventy-three years. His birth was March 23, 1823. His parents w’ere 
James and Mary Gibbs. His mother was the daughter of George Lewis, of 
pure Quaker descent and a leading member of the Society of Friends. He 
is buried in the old Quaker church, in Bedford county. The maternal 
ancestor of Brother Gibbs was a lovely Christian character. She infiuenced 
his life for good. He says : “ I learned to pray, trust, fear and believe, when 
but a child. I was unwilling to offend by saying a word of profanity. 1 
do not remember ever taking the name of the Lord in vain.” 

He joined the church in 1842, under the ministry of the venerable W. W. 
Albea, of the North Carolina Conference, at Henry Courthouse, Va. Mrs. 
J. M. Smith, of that place, a devout and kind p>erson, aided him towards a 
godly life. In September, 1845, he w^as licensed to preach by the Rev. J. 
Jamieson, P. E., Danville District. Eaily in the spring of 1846, he began 
work on Campbell Circuit, as Junior to Rev. B. H. Johnson In November, 
1846, he came into the Conference on trial, and had the same position 
on the same Circuit, the stewards “ asking for him.” There were two years 
of revivals, but the studies of Brother Gibbs were not neglected. In 1847 j 
he was Junior on Princess Anne — a happy and successful year ; in 1848 to 
Warrenton with Rev. R. T. Nixon as Senior. The work of the Lord. pros- 
pered. Among the many converts was J. H. Amiss, who has ever since 
served the Church faithfully and well. In 1849, Rappahannock was his 
field — much ingathering — Rev. J. B. Laurens, the late “ Uncle Larry,” among 
the converts. Appomattox, 1851-2; Northampton, 1853-4; Scottsville, 
1855. At the next Conference he went to Springfield, 1856-7 ; Charlotte, 
1858-9. The second year was the notable revival year on that Circuit. He 
served Mathews, then Franklin Circuit, then South Bedford. In 1864, was 
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army chaplin at his own expense. In 1865, named preacher to the freed- 
men, but was shut in by the race prejudice of the new negro ; 1866-7, South 
Bed fold. His aflfairs requiring attention he took a vacation for a year as a 
local preacher, for that purpose. In 1868, he rejoined the Conference? 
serving Appomattox, 1869-70; Westmoreland, 1871-72, great revivals — be- 
tween two and three hundred on that Circuit; 1873, Winston, N. C. He 
was chosen Treasurer of the Wesleyan Female College, with an appoint- 
ment on Meherrin. He then served Charlotte two years. In 1877-78, 
West Charlotte. He conducted the Bon Air Female Institute at Charlotte 
Court house .till 1887, then to Berlin, Md. He continued to preach in Char- 
lotte county with a nominal appointment. 

These statistics seem tedious to an audience, but the figures do not disclose 
the hundreds and hundreds, going up into more than a thousand, if not two 
thousand, people of the most substantial kind, who were brought to a bet- 
ter life by this successful man of God. Had he kept a journal it would have 
presented a page of rare interest and vivid scenes. 

He was endowed with an orderly mind, exact in details and successful in 
achievements. He conducted every scheme he engaged in with discretion 
and without a flaw. He was quiet, neat, somewhat reserved before strangers, 
but there was tireless energy and a singular gift for managing affairs. What- 
ever he undertook prospered. He commanded success. Protacted meet- 
ings culminated in great increase. Churches were builded. His Insti- 
tute was of great utility to the community. He lived several years in Char- 
lotte county. He was universally respected. In good truth, he was held 
in such high regard that the Circuit Court adjourned to give the officers 
opportunity to honor his memory at his burial. 

The Masons bore him to his tomb. The Rev. A. B. Sharpe conducted the 
services, assisted by the Presbyterian and Baptist ministers. 

His name is a household word in that region. The people valued him as 
a benefactor. He was a friend, pastor, counsellor. He had unusually 
sound judgment Many consulted him. The people loved him. He de- 
served their friendship and respect. His life was pure. He desired to do 
good. 

He had longings to live in the ministerial service fifty years. It was so 
ordered of the Lord. He began in 1845. He entered into rest in 1896. 

He was twice married. First to Miss Stephens, secondly to Mrs. Ada 
Brown. He leaves two children. Dr. Charles Gibbs and Miss Mollie Gibbs.

Rev. John Archer Smith was born in the city of Richmond, Va., Janu- 
ary 13, 1862, and died in the same city May 4, 1896.

Rev. A. B. Smith, was a well-known minister of that 
denomination. His mother, whose maiden name was Ella S. Meredith, has

Richmond. John was brought up piously, and at the early age of thirteen 
was converted, and at sixteen joined his father’s church, being immersed by 
Rev. J. R. Garlick. He soon began to feel Divine impressions of a call to 
the ministry. These so increased that he made them known to his brethren, 
by whom he was put in course of training and education at Richmond 
College, where he continued for two sessions. But being led by the turn of 
his own mind to review and examine for himself the peculiarities of Baptist 
doctrine, he became convinced that immersion as the only mode of baptism, 
final perseverance of the saints, and close communion were all unscriptural. 
For communing with others than Baptists he was disciplined and suspended; 
whereupon he renounced the Baptist Church and entered the Methodist, 
thus siding at length with his mother and sister. 

In time he proceeded to Randolph-Macon College to complete his prepa- 
ration for the ministry, and was able to spend two sessions there. To his 
honor be it said that he was not content until he had paid his Baptist 
brethren for the tuition at college he had received free as a ministerial 
student; an example of the straightforward, high-toned character which 
he maintained through life. He had learned the trade of an iron-moulder 
and workman in stove manufacture, and devoted himself faithfully to his 
calling in Virginia and the North to procure the means of self-support, and 
to defray the expenses of board at College while studying for the ministry. 

In 1890, in Lynchburg, he entered the itinerancy in the Virginia Confer- 
ence, from the ranks of which he passed to the higher sphere to which our 
Lord saw fit to call him. He received only two appointments, namely, 
Caroline and Goochland circuits. He served the former three years, and had 
been appointed for the third year to the latter. He had, however, been 
hindered to a considerable extent during his second year there by declining 
health. Indeed, his zeal had already, by the session of 1895, overstrained 
his strength, and every effort made was attended by suffering and exerted 
despite of failing flesh and strength. He was re-appointed, but was able to 
do comparatively little labor during the present Conference year. He was 
very acceptable and much beloved in both these charges. Entire simplicity 
and transparent sincerity of character, fervor and devoutness in religion, 
faithfulness and point in preaching, diligent attention to the pastoral care 
of his people and to all branches of ministerial duty, performed with a 
sympathetic and affectionate spirit, endeared him to all who knew him. He 
was a studious and earnest preacher, sound in doctrine, spiritual in taste, 
catholic in temper and mind, pure in life, lofty in aim, aflame with desire 
for the salvation of his fellowmen ; and there were many seals to his minis- 
try. The Holy Spirit attested his call by adding His demonstration to His 
servant’s w ord. 

We have never had among us a young man of a more genuine unaffected 
piety or of a more consecrated purpose of life in God’s service, and his 
promise of large usefulness w^as marked. It pleased God, how’ever, to cut 
short his career. 

Finding his health wrecked, after futile struggles to keep up, he came to 
Richmond for medical treatment. He lingered about two months, at the 
home of his parents, and after patient endurance of suffering departed in 
peace and good hope through grace of everlasting life. During this period of 
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languishing, his brethren of the two circuits he had served, and many others 
of our ministry and laity, ministered to his needs; for all of which he was 
deeply grateful, manifesting the keenest appreciation of all kind attentions. 
His funeral was conducted at Union Station, by Dr. Vanderslice and other 
brethren, and his body was committed to the grave among kindred dust. 

He was married in 1893 to Miss Addie J. Cullingworth, of Richmond, with 
whom he lived in tenderest affection, whose faithful ministrations solaced 
his days of ill health and his dying hours, and who, surviving him, mourns 
with his aged parents and other relatives a loss to human eyes irreparable. 
But neither we nor they “sorrow” as “those who have no hope ; ” for we be- 
lieve that wdien our Lord shall “ come the second time without sin unto 
salvation,” He will “ bring with Him ” our dear brother, loved and now 
lamented, but then raised and glorified. 



REV. ADAM CLARKE BLEDSOE, D. D.

The Rev. Adam Clarke Bledsoe, D. D., was summoned for service in 
unseen realms by a quick message, on Friday, the 4th day of Sentember, 
1896, near one in the afternoon. His church was in Charlottesville, but it 
was given him to take leave of earth from under his own roof-tree, at Am- 
herst Courthouse, Va. A heart malady ended his terrene career suddenly. 
His pulse ceased in the twinkling of an eye. He never uttered a word. 
There was no illness of moment, merely a slight disturbance of his health 
for a day or so anterior to the collapse. 

He was so robust, seeming in physical defiance and disregard of death, 
that the tidings of his end shocked his friends. It is a curious chapter that 
our stoutest comrades, Payne, Blincoe, Eason, Martin, Robins, Bledsoe, 
have succumbed. The athlete appears to invite the shaft of the Skeleton 
Archer. 

Dr. Bledsoe was born in the county of Buckingham, Virginia, February 
12th, 1839. His parents were John and Nancy Bledsoe. The father, many 
years a steward and Sabbath -school superintendent, built a handsome brick 
church on the Scottsville Circuit, chiefly at his own charges. It bore his 
name, “Bledsoe’s Chapel,” in honor of his interest in its erection, and to 
keep in remembrance his worthy career. His mother was the daughter of 
a Methodist preacher, and the sister of the Rev. Joseph Goodman, a mem- 
ber of the North Carolina Conference. The parents w^ere Methodists of the 
old pioneer type, devout, zealous, consistent. The fervent piety of the 
mother influenced the career of the son at home, at college, and in the 
ministry. 

During a notable revival at Emory and Henry College in 1859, he was 
wdth seventy-five other students, converted. He became the class leader 
of the young Christians during his entire college career. He graduated in 
1860, bearing off s >me of the chief honors of the institutions. His Alma 
Mater conferred the Doctorate on him. 

He heeded the call of the Spirit in October, 1860, to the ministry by ask- 
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ing and receiving permit to preach. After a year he resolved to make the 
pulpit his life work. He connected himself with our Conference and 
assisted Rev. J. L. Clarke, as Junior, on Albemarle Circuit two months, 
when he was transferred to Harrisonburg, where he served two years. In 
November, 1863, he became a chaplain in the Confederate Army and as- 
signed to the Fifteenth Virginia Cavalry, which position he held till the 
Civil War closed. 

The war ended in the spring. The Conference would sit in the autumn. 
In the meantime he established a classical school at Scottsville, Va., using 
the Sabbaths and vacations for preaching. He assisted in a wide work of 
grace during the two years he conducted this school and proclaimed the 
glad tidings at his own expense. As soon as the work needed more men 
than the Bishop could find waiting at his elbow, Bledsoe let go the profita- 
ble employment of a successful teacher and took a circuit. He labored on 
Louisa and Pungoteague Circuits, Central Church, Portsmouth, Va., Trinity, 
Richmond, Va., Court-Street, Lynchburg, Va., Granby- Street, Norfolk, Va., 
Broad-Street, Richmond, North Danville, Elder on Charlottesville District, 
Washington-Street, Petersburg, Va., Cumberland-Street, Norfolk, Charlottes- 
ville. During these pastorates crowds heard him gladly, and more than a 
thousand were converted. At Trinity, Richmond, three hundred were 
brought to Jesus. 

He had a rare endowment for his “ loved employ.” Nature had been 
generous to him. It is a question whether we have so superb a person for 
the platform. Though his stature was of unusual size, stout and tall, yet he 
was artlessly graceful. The motion of his mind was reported to the audience 
by tone and gesture in perfect concord. He filled the eye and satisfied ex- 
pectation by his stately pose, while his benignant features won all hearts. 
The companion of Paul at Lystra, who sold the acres, dear to him as life, 
which held the ashes of ancestors, to get money to feed the needy of God’s 
new people, had no doubt a lordly presence and kindly feature, for they 
called him Jupiter. Bledsoe was our Barnabas. 

We have lost our sweetest singer. The tuneful tongue is mute. Whose 
lips can cheer like those silent, once melodious chords? The victorious 
verse became a Methodist Marsellaise. His voice had richness and com- 
pass. In its pleading notes of “Just as I Am,” it seemed like the low, 
far away chant of an army on its knees. Bledsoe was superior in reach and 
tenderness to Sankey. Who has forgotten the solos he sang in the crisis of 
revivals ? Or their power ? 

He did not write sermons to read or say by memory. He studied sub- 
jects. The choicest words came at summons. He was fluent, persuasive, 
oratorical. In Nature’s great temple, under the oak, he was our foremost 
preacher. The people packed in the leafy aisles sprung his latent forces. Ten 
thousand could hear that sonorous voice, like an incoming tide filling every 
nook ; or as standing grain before a strong wind, the thick ranks of 
hearers bent before the adv’^ance and momentum of his resistless speech. 

He gave the Church much — his genius, his life. The career of an evan- 
gelist was peculiarly fitted to his powers. He was a Moody ; many times 
more. As a platform preacher before the multitude, who could have been 
named with him ? Practice would have made him a wonder of the land. 
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National fame, if not continental renown, awaited his exertions. As the 
pecuniary remunerations go to such a class, ten thousand dollars a year was 
the least sum he would have received. He bestowed his extraordinary 
gifts on Virginia alone. He loved his Conference. He would not trade 
himself for dollars. 

After all, this is the spear of Ithuriel, the touchstone of character. The 
minister who can command a larger income outside the pulpit, yet “ swears 
to his own hurt and changes not,” by wearing himself out preaching for 
the public good, makes lustrous his own life, rebukes the sneers of the 
infidel that shepherds serve God for the “ fat and the wool ” of the flock, 
and honors his God. Woe worth the day for Methodism when Zion out- 
bids the world for men of genius. Bishop Marvin, at the Winchester Con- 
ference, sending married men out in the North Mountain and the Massa- 
nutta on the promise of three hundred dollars a year, blurred the MSS. 
api)ointments with his tears of sympathy for the wives and little ones 
while rejoicing at such proof of loyalty to the Lord Jesus. 

“ I die poor,” was the unperishing utterance and unfading glory of Hol- 
land Nimmons McTyeire. It set the old keynote of Asbury and McKen- 
dree for modern Methodism. Bledsoe could have coined his rare powers 
into a frescoed palace, into merchandise of fine gold, into superb equipages. 
He died poor, but making many rich unto eternal life. 

He had applause. The galleries were choked with crowds. He filled the 
pulpit of the chief churches. He lacked one thing. God did not withhold 
that supreme evidence of His concern — suffering. 

“ The path of sorrow and that path alone 
Leads to the land where sorrow is unknown.” 

The diamond is the child of fire and force. A crumb of carbon resisting 
for aeons flame at the Fahrenheit of the furnace of the Sun while bearing 
up against the Andes, is transmuted from a pinch of ignoble soot into 
a spheroid of living light adorning the coronets of Kings. In the mean- 
while there are leagues and latitudes of kindred carbon, the coal measures 
of the continents, which escape the fierce heat that purifies the dazzling 
orbs in princes’ turbans because these mean masses cannot endure the test- 
ing process that refines and moulds the diamond. Significant and welcome 
are the kindled fagots of persecution, poverty, disease. They are not to 
punish. Indeed they are the torches to guide the feet to the palace of the 
Great King. It was the good fortune of our comrade to have this assurance 

of divine interest. He too, with Paul, helped to fill out the measure of 
Christ’s sufferings. May God never forget to remind us by afflictions of 
His good will towards us ! 

On the afternoon of the Lord’s Day, the 6th day of September, at 2 P. M., 
a great company heard a sermon in memory of the dead minister, preached 
at Amherst Courthouse, from the home of Dr. Bledsoe, by Rev. John J. 
Lafferty. The services were conducted by the Elder (the Rev. J. S. Hun- 
ter,) the Revs. Berryman, Reed, G. H. Ray, Jr., of the Presbyterian Church, 
and A. P. Gray, of the Protestant Episcopal Church. The burial was in 
the cemetery near the village. Revs. Hunter, Reed and Lafferty officiated. 
A special train from' Charlottesville brought many members of Dr. Bled- 
soe’s members and the choir with floral offerings. The neighbors contributed 
many wreaths. 

He was married to Miss Annie Thurmond, and leaves three children — a 
son and two daughters.

COLPORTAQE. 

To the Board of Colportage of the Virginia Annual Conference : 

Lynchburg, Va., November 11, 1896. 

Dear Brethren : — We have closed the first decade of the important work com- 
mitted to our hands, and the seventh year of my connection with it as your gene- 
ral superintendent. In many respects, this has been the most difficult and dis- 
couraging of the years through which God has safely brought us. The American 
people have passed through a most exciting political canvass ; the public mind, and 
to a large extent the mind of the Church, has been pre-occupied by political 
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questions and party issues of great importance. You cannot be surprised, there- 
fore, if these facts, patent to the observation of us all, together with the unrelent- 
ing stringency of the times and the unequalled scarcity of money among the people 
of the country charges, has seriously retarded the sale and circulation of religious 

I am happy to inform you that while we hav^e not been able-

have kept out of debt, and the value of our business 
$8,110.71. We regret to add that we have found it almost iin 
porters actively employed in the work, and yet through the generous aid and co- 
operation of our itinerant pastors, and of godly and zealous men and women in 
some sections of our Conference territory, not a little of strictly colportage work 
has been wisely and faithfully accoiuplished. 

During the summer month.®, whatever of time I could spare from my distiict, 
was given without stint to your work. I visited seven District Conferences , 
preached and spoke frequently in the interest of colportage. My reception was 
everywhere most cordial and brotherly ; and by appropriate resolutions, as in 
personal intercourse and communication, I received gratifying assurance that our 
cause was appreciated and that it would continue to have the support of the gi eat 
body of our preachers and people, which, I trust, w’e may continue to merit by 
honest and persistent efforts to disseminate the word of God, and to place the btst 
book in the hands and homes, and, I trust, the hearts of those for whose uplift and 
ultimate salvation we must be largely responsible to the great Head of our Church. 

I will not weary you in this report with unnecessary details ; but I wish to as- 
sure you that every part and particle of my general agency, including my books, 
accounts and methods of transacting the business committed to my hands, is open 
for your inspection. On this point, I beg to refer you to our Executive Committee, 
wdio have visited the Depository, at Ashland, Va., and have had full access to all 
sources of information in my possession. Below you have a list of my monthly 
remittances to Messrs. Barbee & Smith, for this year’s purchases of the Publishing 
House, amounting in the aggregate to $4,266.62; to w”hich may be added small re- 
mittances to other publishers for books, not of our publication, amounting to 
$583.90— total, $4,850.52. These remittances were for stock bought at the low^est 
cash prices ; that we might supply our customers on most reasonable terms and at 
low’est prices, giving them any reasonable time on their bills. Other expenses, 
such as rent of the Depository building, freight bills on shipments, clerical services, 
servant’s hire, boxes and wrapping material, etc., have been paid in full, leaving of 
the net produce a scant compensation for the services rendered and the responsi- 
Kiiifiao aaanmoH vnnr ofpnerfl.l assent, whose work is by no means a business ven- 
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J. W. Bradbury, secretary. From their- first report, which appears in the Con- 
ference Annual of November, 1887, we learn “.that 1.641 Bibles and other religious 
books were sold, at a cost of 44 cents for each dollar’s worth of books, the profits 
to the church consisting of the religious results.” In their next annual report, 
which appears in the Annual of November, 1888, they tell us that the obvious 
and admitted shortcomings of the existing plan have aroused an interest in find- 
ing a remedy for them, and thus its very feebleness, under the divine blessing, 
has been made to contribute to the cause, and they further say : “A finished plan 
was presented to the Conference yesterday, and by it referred for consideration to 
this Board. It has been presented to us with full explanations, and we are di- 
rected to return it to the Conference with our approval.” Then follows “ The 
constitution of the Sunday-school and Colportage Board,” as it was called, over 
the signature of F. H. Smith, chairman. The Board was-thoroughly re-organized. 
J. W. Blincoe, deceased, was appointed general agent. A deposit<^ry, under the 
care of T. L. D. VValford, deceased, was established in Richmond, and the Church 
responded with commendable liberality on behalf of the cause. But alas I on 
the 15th day of September, 1889, the sudden and unexpected death of Brother 
Blincoe— a man of exceptional qualifications for his office, deprived the Board of 
his useful labors, and severely embarmssed the whole enterprise. T. L. D. Wal- 
ford, a reputable layman, in feeble health, was his successor. 

The report of the Board to the Conference at Richmond, November, 1889, con- 
tains the following exhibit of the year’s business: Sales by colporters on the 
field, $1,494.66; sales by the General Agent and by the depository in Richmond, 
$1,530.88; books and tracts donated by the colporters, $31.91, and by the General 
Agent, $32 31 ; total value of sales and donations for the year, $3,089.79. The 
expense account for the year, as shown by the Treasurer’s report, is as follows : 
Salary of General Agent to November 1st, $1,100; salary of T. L. D. Walford, 
$212.50 ; traveling expenses, $123 ; postage, etc., $42.05 ; total, $1,477.55. These dis- 
couraging results, together with the loss of a trusted leader, greatly disappointed the 
Board and the Conference, and for a time it was thought that the work would be 
abandoned. But not so. The work of Sunday-schools was separated from the 
work of colportage. The former was relegated to the Sunday-school Board of the 
Conference and the latter was reorganized under a new constitution, which empow- 
ered the Executive Committee, therein provided for, to take charge of the money 
and books of the Board and to loan the same to a general agent as capital on which 
to carry on the business, taking from him sufficient security for its return on the 
expiration of the agency. And on motion of J. W. Bledsoe, the following resolu- 
tion was adopted : ‘^Resolved, That the Conference request the Presiding Bishop 
to appoint Rev. A. G. Brown the Agent of our Colportage Board.” Thus, without 
my knowledge or consent, was I thrust into the office I now hold. Deferring to 
the wishes of my brethren, I cheerfully consented to serve the Board, with the 
distinct understanding that it should not interfere with my appointment in the 
regular itinerant ministry. Seven years I have held the position and discharged 
its duties to the best of my ability. The results are before you in my annual 
reports. Three plans have been tried. By their fruits ye know them. What 
shall the future be ? In considering this important subject, kindly leave me out of 
view. Do what you may consider best for the Church and for the cause of God ; 
. and if your work can be better done by another, I would hail the day of rest from 
labors and responsibilities that lay a heavy tax upon my time and energies. But 
if not, now, as ever, I am your servant for Christ’s sake, till He shall say. It is 
enough ; come up higher !

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BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

.Report No. 1. 

It has been and is now the aim of the Methodist Church to foster all enterprises 
that tend to tlie betterment of men. One of the most important of these enter- 
prises is Christian education. To this the Church stands pledged. Year after 
year this Conference has passed resolutions declaring that our institutions of learn- 
ing deserve the confidence and the patronage of our people, and urging the Church 
to bestir herself and see to it that the young people in our Methodist homes are 
put under the care of our Methodist schools. This exhortation to the Church 
should be more than a formality. It comes, not to the Church as an abstract

our Church in its local organizations, which are necessary for meeting the needs of 
our people in the education of girls and young women, and which have heretofore 
done and are still doing a valuable and indispensable work in this direction — in 
many instances a generous and benevolent w’ork for the benefit of our preachers’ 
families. We dare not ignore or overlook or discriminate against these on the 
mere ground that the legal title to the proi>erty is not held by trustees for the ex- 
press benefit of our Church at large. 

We recommend to our people the institutions of this class which have long been 
under our care and patronage, and have reported their statistics to our Board of 
Education. 

These schools bid for patronage, not for the purpose of making money, but for 
the purpose of doing good. To secure this patronage, it is necessary that the cost 
to the patron be made as low as possible. To lessen the cost, debts must be paid 
and endow'ments must be increased. Let us endeavor to develop among the mem- 
bers of the Church at large such a spirit of liberality and such an interest in the 
work as will make for our schools friends enough to perfect what has been so well 
begun and thus far so w^ell prosecuted. 

We are glad to report that the Local and District Boards of Education are be- 
coming more efficient in their work. These organizations should be yet more 
thoroughly active. They may become, and we have no doubt will become, invalu- 
able allies to those in charge of our various institutions. 

Your Board recommend that the following changes be made in the Constitution 
of this Board : 

1. The passage in Art. II, Sec. 2, which now reads: “to the Treasurer of the 
Conference Board of Education, with information for whom it is to be used, and 
report to the District Board the amounts that have been so forwarded,” be stricken 
out, and insert: “to the Treasurer of the District Board of Education, who shall 
forward it at once to the treasurer of the institution in which the student is entered 
and report the same to the Secretary of the Conference Board of Education.” 

2. In Art. Ill, first clause, after “ Local Board of Education consisting of,” strike 
out “ three members ” and insert “ the preacher in charge and three laymen ” ; 
and after “ upon nomination of the preacher in charge,” insert “ any two members 
of which shall constitute a quorum.” 

We offer for your adoption the following resolutions : 



1. That the pastors of our charges be requested to select a suitable time and place, some 
time between June loth and September 1st, to hold an educational mass meeting, at which 
the general subject of education, and especially the interests of our own church schools, shall 
be brought before our people, and a collection taken for the cause of education. It is also 
recommended that the pastors notify the chairman of their District Board, and the officers 
of our church school.s, of the time and place of said mass meeting, in order that they may 
attend if possible. 

2. That the presiding Bishop be, and is hereby, requested to re-appoint Rev. \V. F. Tillett, 
D. D., Professor in Vanderbilt University, and Rev. Jas. Cannon, Jr., President of Blackstone 
Female Institue; and to appoint Rev. Jno. T. Payne President of Central Female Institute, 
Gordonsville, Va., and Rev. E. H. Rowe President of the Southern Seminary and Conserva- 
tory of Music, Bowling Green, Va., and Rev. J. H. Moss Professor in Emory and Henry 
College. 



3. That the Joint Board of Finance be requested to apportion to the several districts 
S3, 500 for the benefit of Randolph-Macon College, and for the uses of the General Board, 
and S200 for Paine and I.ane Institutes — the whole sum of S4,‘264 to be pro rated. 

4. That no institution shall hereafter be recommended to the patronage of our Confer- 
ence that has not a Board of Visitors appointed by the Conference and a report rendered to 
the Conference Board of Education by the Board of Visitors.

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SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 

Reports from all sections of our Conference indicate no diminution, but a renewed 
interest in the Sunday-school work of our church ; and, from what we know, the 
aid furnished our needy Sunday-schools from the Childrens’ Day Fund has greatly 
helped to advance the prosperity of the work. We have specially endeavored to 
respond to all appeals for assistance coming from the most d^^stitute portions of our 
Conference territory. We have had positive assurance from some of our brethren 
that a number of Sunday-schools .within the bounds of their work could not pos- 
sibly be kept up, even during the summer months, without aid from the Board, and 
in every instance we have responded to their appeals for assistance. In some in- 
stances we have been informed that the timely aid of the Board to start a Sunday- 
school in an impoverished and destitute community has helped to form the 
nucleus of a church, and resulted in bringing parents and children under the 
saving influences of the gospel. 

A recent authority estimates that one-eighth of the Sunday-school population of 
the world is connected with the Methodist Church in the United States. How 
great, then, is our responsibilty as Methodists, into whose hands so great a share of 
this work has by the blessing of God been committed. With the population of 
America doubling oftener than once in thirty years, there are children now in our 
Sunday-schools who are to see 150,000,000 population in this country, and of that 
population they must be the guides and leaders. How wise was Luther’s school- 
master at Eisenach, old John Trebonius, who, when asked why he always took off 
his hat and made a low bow^ to his pupils on entering his school-room, said : “ I 
make a low bow to the great men of the next generation.” Just so it is with the 
great men of the next generation who are now receiving or failing to receive the 
most momentous part of their education in our Sunday-schools. As an institution, 
then, it is helping amazingly to swell the population of heaven, while, at the same 
time, it prepares our youth for an ennobling citizenship on earth. 

As pastors, then, let us do the best we can to arouse the conscience of the church 
to realize the wickedness of neglecting an institution most deeply affecting the 
prosperity of the church and the welfare of society. Cerlainly if there is any 
work in the whole round of church enterprise that demands and has the right to 
claim the best service of the pastor, and of the ablest and best educated men and 
women in the church, that work is the instruction of her youth in the knowledge 
of the Bible and the truths of religion. 

In the report of our Sunday-school editor, Dr. Atkins, read before this Confer- 
ence, he says : “ That the reports of the Conference Sunday-school Boards sent in 
to his office, show unaccountable disregard of the law touching the observance of 
Children’s Day.” We regret to say that there is a lamentable disregard of the law 
in at least fifty appointments of this Conference. In view of this fact, the brethren 
are earnestly urged to let no charge be without a carefully prepared observance of 
the day. We are glad to note the marked improvement in our Sunday-school 
literature. In its contents and mechanical finish and cheapness it is now equal to 
any in the land, and we can heartily recommend it to all our schools and people as 
worthy of their patronage. Surely our Sunday-school Magazine should be taken 
by all our Sunday-school teachers. Let us double the number of subscriptions to 
that periodical, and thus help to swell the number of subscribers to 100,000 in the 
Church, South, which it so richly deserves. 

Let our brethren who write for appropriations from the Board for needy Sunday- 
schools be sure to write their applications as the Board directs, viz : 
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Let every application be yi^^ned by the preacher or presiding elder in charge of 
the work where the school is located. 

State the specilic purpose for whicirthe money will be used. 

State the number of scholars on the roll of the school. 

State that the money donated will be used in purchasing Sunday-school supplie& 
of our own church. 

We otfer the following resolutions for adoption by the Conference : 

Resolved 1st, That every pastor in the Conference will faithfully endeavor to have 
Children’s Day observed on his charge. 

Resolved 2d, That the Conference be requested to set aside some time during its annual 
session for a Sunday-school anniversary meeting, at which time the Sunday-school interes 
shall be brought prominently before the people by speakers chosen for that work. 

Resolved Sd, That we will endeavor to form missionary societies in all our schools. 
Resolved Uth, That a determined effort be made to increase the circulation of our Sunday- 

school literature.

Our assets have been materially increased during the year by large contribu- 
tions from two sources. One was the generous donation of $1,000 from a “ friend,” 
through the Rev. T. H. Campbell. The other was from the estate of the late Rev. 
J. D. Lumsden. By the will of our deceased brother his property was left to his 
widow, in fee, with the desire expressed that at her death one-half of it be di- 
vided equally between Randolph-Macon College and the Preachers’ Relief Society. 
Mrs. Lumsden, being anxious to carry out the wishes of the late husband, though 
under no legal obligation so to do, turned over to us certain bonds from which our 
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eociety and Randolph -Macon Ck)llege each realized $870. She also conveyed the real 
estate to Mr. K. R. Davis, trustee, to be sold and divided as indicated above, we to 
pay her 0 j>er cent, interest, during the term of her natural life, on all amounts 
coining into our hands from this estate. Mr. Davis has thus far paid us $(>7(>.5I5 on 
this account, and several hundred dollars more will be paid when the property is 
sold. These two cases are worthy of more than a passing mention. The income 
from the former, like other subscriptions, goes to the beneficiaries of the society 
as fast as it is realized. That from the latter, under the conditions upon which 
the gift was made, is to go, as heretofore stated, to Mrs. Lumsden during her life, 
and after her death to the beneficiaries of the society forever. Are there not others 
who can do as these generous friends have done ? It would seem that among the 
many Methotiists within the bounds of our Conference, not a few might be found 
who would be glad to follow the example of one or the other of these friends. If 
not able to do without the income from such donations as they should like to 
make the society, they might accompany the gift with the stipulation that the in- 
■come therefrom should be paid to them during their lifetime and at their death to 
go as in the case of the Lumsden bequest.

EPWORTH LEAGUE COMMITTEE. 

The Epworth League is indeed no longer an experiment. It has passed the 
period of its probation in the Church, and by its growth and work demonstrated 
its right to a place in its organization. Organized little over seven years ago in the 
M. E. Church, recommended by the General Conference of our Church in 1890, 
and erected into a co-ordinate department of work by the General Conference of 
1894, it has prospered and grown till now, in the M. E. Church, South, alone, the 
League numbers three thousand chartered local Societies, with a membership of 
about one hundred and fifty thousand. Some have feared it is growing too rapidly ; 
that the tide of enthusiasm is flooding so suddenly and so widely as to deluge its 
own prospects of future success and permanency. We think there need be no fear. 
The young people have put their heads as well as their hearts into the movement ; 
brain as well as blood and brawn, and far more important still — it is true to-day 
as before— “ The best of all is, God is with us.” By every token God is in it, as He 
has been from the beginning; and if He is in it, it cannot fail. 

It is providential in the place it occupies in the Church. It does not take the 
place of the Sunday-school or interfere with it ; it does not take the place of the 
Missionary Society or interfere with that. The Epworth League has a place dis- 
tinctively its own between the Sunday-school and adult membership in the church 
that no other organization fills or can fill. The niche was so certainly there, so 
needed to be filled, and is so well filled by the League that our only wonder is it 
remained so long unfilled. God saw the need, and in the fulness of time, we do 
not doubt. His hand brought the supply. 

It is providential in the work it does. We are putting much time and energy 
and talk into the Epworth league, and it must yield rich returns to the Church 
or it does not pay. We believe it does pay. It puts our young people to work.

and by engaging head and hands and heart with that which is worthy and helpful, 
leaves no room for that which is harmful. Is it too much to hope that herein lies 
the solution of the distressing problem of worldliness in the Church ? But more 
than this, we are giving our Methodist people, young and old, something to do,, 
teaching and training them to do it, until now not the pastor alone, or a few' lead- 
ing members on the official board, with a few devout women in the Womens’ 
Societies, but the whole Church, or certainly a very much larger part of it than 
ever before, is doing the Lord’s work. If the Epworth League continues to prosper 
and grow as it has done in the few years of its past history, and does the work of 
training it promises to do, it is hardly an exaggeration to say that through its 
instrumentality the church’s w'orking efficiency will be increased manifold in a 
single generation. 

It is gratifying to note that there are among us no complications, no erratic or 
dangerous tendencies, such as sometimes characterize young people’s movements. 
One of the great objects of the League is to promote loyalty, and sometimes it has 
been feared that it will lessen and destroy the very thing it is meant to foster ; 
making itself the Church, it will become an unruly and very troublesome member 
of the body of Christ. We are glad to report that the Epworth League, of all its 
organizations, is loyal to the Church. Sometimes we hear it said, as betw'een the 
young peoples’ society and the Church, w’e are for the society. With us it is not so. 
There is no such issue, and if there should be, we have the best reasons for believ- 
ing our young people will everywhere say, “ We are for the Church.” Loyal to 
Methodism, w’ith its distinctive doctrines and its peculiar polity ; loyal to that type 
of truth we call evangelical ; loyal to the Word of God as received, not from the 
critics, but from the fathers ; loyal in all to Jesus Christ. 

We would urge, therefore, upon our pastors and people the thoughtful, patient, 
diligent organization of Leagues in all our churches, believing that while it may 
be more easily done in one than in another, according to varying conditions, it is 
practicable in every one. 

We would advise the development of all the departments, calling special atten- 
tion to the library, not because it is more important than the others, but because, 
though needed so much, it has not been generally operated with success. And we 
very mveh hope that our Leagues will everywhere adopt the reading course pre- 
scribed by our General Committee and for sale by Barbee & Smith. 

We deem a Conference League unnecessary, as all the ends of union and co- 
operation are fully met by the State Conference organization, of which the terri- 
tory of this Annual Conference forms a part. 

We would further urge upon our Leagues the payment of the ten-cent assess- 
ment ordered by the General Board, as the central office is wholly dependent upon 
this fund for the payment of its current expenses. 

Realizing the wide field of usefulness opening up before the Epworth Era and 

the possibilities for good to be accomplished by it among our young people, w’e 

commend it to all our people, but especially to the Epworth Leagues, as calculated 
to instruct and edify, as well as stimulate their zeal and quicken their eflbrts for 
the advancement of the interests of the Master’s kingdom in the earth. 

We are glad to recognize the brilliant work done by our Epworth League Secre- 
tary, Rev. S. A. Steele, D. D., and commend him for the enthusiasm he has infused 
into this great movement throughout our Church.

TEMPERANCE. 

ThejCommittee on Temperance beg leave to report as follows : 

The gratifying progress of public sentiment relative to the subject of temperance 
(plainly observable in so many parts of our great country) should encourage future 
exertion for the abolition of a commerce as ruinous to immortal souls as destruc- 
tive to the physical well-being of men. Since the advance of scientific investiga- 
tion has demonstrated the truth of the position taken by Dr. Rush in America 
and by John Wesley in England, during the latter years of the 18th century, not 
only have the Christian churches given forth unqualified condemnation of the 
liquor trafiic, but organizations looking no higher than temporal good have in 
many instances declared hostility to the same iniquitous business. The sincere 
patriot, no less than the real Christian, has undoubtedly reached the thought that 
every phase of human interest is endangered by what is known as the drinking 
saloon. Certainly the Church meets with no more dangerous foe than that found 
in the varied forms of temptation to dissipation. Success to the trade in intoxi- 
cants must mean defeat to the mission of the Church. It must mean the loss of 
immortal souls in perdition’s prison house. 

Continuance of the life of this devouring Moloch must mean the furnishing of 
victims from the boys of our households. The thousands that annually fall into 
drunkards’ graves and into the drunkards’ hell must have successors from the 
ranks of boyhood and youth. What thought can be more appalling? What 
parent can regard his child as an improbable victim ? What Christian can con- 
template the prospect without alarm ? The truth stares us in the face that the 
good people of this country must throttle this enemy or be throttled by it. What 
lover of our Saviour’s cause can hesitate as to exertion ? 

But to what action are Christians called ? Evidently to that which is educative. 
By precept and example every Christian should contribute to that influence which 
will ultimate in the destruction of this great destroyer of men. And as only by 
the powder of citizenship can the death-stroke be given to this murderous com- 
merce, the Church can but plead for the exercise of that power. Hence, we hail 
with hopeful feelings the work of the varied temperance organizations having in 
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view the persuasion of our citizens to give their authoritative voice against licens- 
ing the sale of intoxicating beverages. Especially would we give sympathy and 
encouragement to the work of the anti -saloon organizations proposed by the 
American Anti-Saloon League, from which this Conference has received an invita- 
tion to appoint delegates to attend the session in Washington in December next. 

Your Committee offer the following resolutions : 



Resolved, That this Conference urge our ministry and laity to activity in every appro- 
priate way to suppress the liquor traffic. 

Resolved, That this Conference appoint delegates to the American Anti-Saloon League, as 
requested by that organization.

BIBLE CAUSE. 



The Committee on the Bible Cause beg leave to report : 

The General Conference has acted wisely by enacting laws emphazing the value 
of the Bible Cause, niaking it the duty of every preacher in charge to report to the 
Conference the amount raised during the year within the bounds of his charge for 
the Bible Cause ; and also to present once a year to each congregation in his charge 
the claims of the Bible Society, and to report the amount raised by him for this 
purpose. Also requiring the presiding elder to make inquiry at the Quarterly Con- 
ference as to what is being done for the Bible Society. 

The grounds or reasons for this will be apparent to any one who will reflect and 
consider — 

What the Bible has done for mankind. 

What the Bible Society has done in spreading it abroad by cheapening and di- 
versifying its issues so that none need go without it who wants it ; by sending out 
colporters and agents inducing the careless to buy, or giving to those unable to buy. 

By publishing it in all the languages of the nations and tribes of the world, 
so that the missionary is equipped with the “ sword of the Spirit,” when he goes 
to the heathen and pagan nations, “ without money and without price.” In many 
cases he finds the people to whom he goes already supplied with “ the Word,” and 
the way thus prepared before him. 

The blind even can read the Word in letters fitted to their touch. 

What would the churches do without these great efforts and agencies of the 
Bible Society ? And still our Conference reports show but little of the acts of the 
apostles, w'hile they are abundant in resolutions and promises in behalf of the 
Bible Cause. Brethren, this ought not so to be. We should “ vow and pay unto 
the Lord our vows.” A small contribution on each charge would make a sum 
double what we now contribute to this great cause. 

We offer the following : 



1. We hereby endorse the great work of the Bible Society, and commend it to the atten- 
tion of our ministers and people, 

2. We specially request our presiding elders not only to ask the disciplinary question, 
but to get a positive answer to it, with fruits following early in the year before other collec- 
tions crojw^d out this. 

3. We likewise request our preachers to do as requested by the Discipline — that is, preach 
on the subject, and thus honor God’s word and commend it to the people. 

4. That when no colporter is at work on their charges, to use every means practicable to 
have their people supplied with Bibles.

CHANGE OF TlflE. 

At a meeting of the committee to consider the advisability of changing the time 
of holding the annual sessions of the Virginia Conference, after hearing the views 
of each member of the committee and carefully canvassing the subject with the 
members of the Conference, the following resolution was unanimously passed :

A DECADE OF CONFERENCE HISTORY REVIEWED FROM 
NOVEMBER, 1885, TO NOVEMBER, I895. 

As chairman of the Joint Board of Finance— an office I have had the honor to 
fill for thirty-two years— it has been my custom, every ten years, to review our 
financial and statistical exhibits, and to present to the Conference such facts and 
figures w'ith respect to our great Church work, as may be of greatest value, for 
our edification and encouragement. My first review was of the decade, dating 
from the first session of Conference after the close of the late w^ar, held at Dan- 
ville, Va., November, 1865. The second was of the decade ending November, 
1885, presented at the one hundred and fourth session of this venerable body, 
held in Cumberland- Street church, Norfolk. It was published in our Conference 
Annual of that year. I propose now, to pass in review the period from Novem- 
ber, 1885, to November, 1895, which is, in many respects, the most interesting and 
encouraging decade in our Conference history. 

I. Our Church Membership— White. 

Deducting from the reports made to the Conference of November, 1885, that 
portion of our membership residing in the State of North Carolina, and subse- 
quently transferred by the General Conference to the North Carolina Conference, 
we had, as of that date, in the Virginia Conference, 57,658 members, and our 
statistical tables show, that as of November, 1895, after deducting all losses by death, 
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removal, withdrawal or expulsion, we had, as the net result, a membership of 
84,220, an actual increase of 26,562, or 46.068 per cent., which largely exceeds the 
ratio of increase in either of the preceding decades. You may ask where did this 
large addition to our Church membership come from ? What proportion from the 
Districts severally ? What part from this station and that, from this circuit 
and that? I regret that it is almost impossible to make answer to these questions 
with assurance of accuracy. The changes in recent years of our Conference terri- 
tory, the consequent changes of district boundaries, and the frequent — I fear too 
frequent — changes of circuit lines, would make such a comparative statement, not 
only quite difficult, but in some respects misleading. I shall not, therefore, at- 
tempt it, but will ask your attention to seven chief cities of Virginia, where our 
Church has enjoyed phenomenal prosperity in the ten years embraced in this 
review, and with respect to which we have data of unquestionable accuracy and 
reliability. 

The statistical reports of November, 1885, show that in the city of Richmond 
we had eight churches, with a membership of 3,229 ; that in Manchester we had 
three churches, with a membership of 639; that in Lynchburg we had four 
churches, with a membership of 1,339 ; that in Danville we had three churches, 
with a membership of 667 ; that in Petersburg we had six churches, with a mem- 
bership of 1,796; that in Norfolk we had four churches, with a membership of 
1,656; that in Portsmouth we had three churches, with a membership of 1,238 : 
total, thirty-one churches, and a membership of 10,564. Ten years thereafter, 
viz.: November, 1895, the statistical tables tell us that Richmond had thirteen 
churches, an increase of five, and a membership of 5,585, an increase of 2,356, or 
72.963 per cent. ; that Manchester had four churches, an increase of one, and a 
membership of 1,259, an increase of 620, or within a fraction of 97.026 per cent., 
just about double ; that Lynchburg had seven churches, an increase of three, and 
a membership of 2 423, an increase of 1,084, or 80.955 per cent. ; that Danville had 
four churches, an increase of one, and a membership of 1,281, an increase of 614, 
or 92,054 per cent., nearly double; that Petersburg had seven churches, an in- 
crease of one, and a membership of 2,305, an increase of 509, or 28.34 per cent. ; 
that Norfolk had ten churches, an increase of six, and a membership of 3,839, an 
increase of 2,183, or 131.823 per cent., more than double by nearly a third; that 
Portsmouth had five churches, an increase of two, and a membership of 1,893, an 
increase of 655, or 52.907 per cent. ; total number of churches, fifty, increase nine- 
teen, or 61.290 percent. ; of members, 18,585, increase 8,021, or 75.927 per cent. 

It will be observed that Norfolk has by far the largest percentage of increase, 
and to this growing city of Virginia, justly belongs the banner of Virginia Metho- 
dism. But Richmond, where for years Methodism struggled for recognition, as a 
chief Church in Virginia’s beautiful capital, has made the largest net gain, having 
added 2,356 members in ten years. Manchester stands next to Norfolk in per- 
centage ; then comes Danville, the prosperous city by the Dan, which, in our re- 
view ten years ago, easily won the banner now given to the city by the sea. 
Portsmouth has done nobly. The smallest gain has been realized in Petersburg, 
for years the stronghold of Virginia Methodism. But it should be remembered 
that Petersburg began the decade with large numbers, and that she is to-day, with 
respect to numerical strength of the Methodist Church, the third city of the Con- 
ference and of the Commonwealth, surpassed only by Richmond and Norfolk. 

It is a fact worthy of thought, and full of encouragement to Virginia Methodists, 
that wffiile the numerical strength of our Conference is in the country and smaller 
towns and villages, where our itinerant ministrv rejoices to preach the Gospel to 
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vast multitudes, and]to win many, many souls to the standard of fhe Cross, they have 
also great cause of rejoicing because a great door and effectual is opened unto us 
in the chief centres of our population, civilization and power, where, alas! Gods 
faithful heralds of the truth, as the truth is in Jesus, find many adversaries. Let 
us devoutly thank Heaven that in the chief cities of Virginia, Southern Metho- 
dism is prominent among the mighty forces of the Divine Kingdom, and that her 
position won by the valor of brave and loyal sons and daughters, gives her the 
key of the situation to future triumphs in every city and section of the Old Do- 
minion. 

II. Ministerial Support. 

Have our ministers been adequately supported? What is the average salary 
paid in the Virginia Conference ? Has there been improvement in this matter in 
the decade under review? The financial exhibits annually prepared and pub- 
lished by the Joint Board of Finance, enable us to say in reply to these important 
questions that the sum total reported November, 1895, for the support of our 
preachers that year was $193,043, as against $144,709 reported November 1885; in- 
crease $49,334, or 34.091 per cent. The average salary paid was $865^66, as against 
$791 in 1885; increase $74.69, or 9.438 per cent., in ten years. This very small 
increase in the average salary is largely referable to the multiplication of suburban 
stations in our chief cities, and to the division of the large and more wealthy cir- 
cuits into two or more pastoral charges. Thus while the number of ministers to 
be supported has largely increased the fields of labor are smaller and the sources 
of supply are not so numerous. 

The average salary paid in the several districts is as follows : Richmond, $986.38 ; 
West Richmond, $850 ; Rappahanock, $628.60 ; Charlottesville, $636.30 ; Lynch- 
burg, $736.15; Danville, $700; Farmvil e, $691; Petersburg, $798.50; Portsmouth, 
$978 ; Norfolk, $1,226 ; Eastern Shore, $725.40. 

The larger average on the Norfolk District arises chiefly from the fact that it has 
the largest number of stations in which, as compared with the circuits, assess- 
ments for ministerial support are larger and payments seldom show any shortage. 

III. 

The collections for the great cause of Missions show very gratifying improve- 
ment, vet it must be confessed, with sorrowq that they fall far short of our respon- 
sibility to God and our obligations to the perishing millions in our own country, as 
well as in heathen lands. The amount reported November, 1885, was for Domestic 
Missions, $6,500 ; Foreign, $14,207 ; total, $20,707 ; and November, 1895, Domestic, 
$9,671 ; Foreign, $25,365 ; total, $35,036 ; increase, $3,171 for Domestic, and $ll,lo6 
for foreign ; total increase, $14,329, or 69 per cent. 

IV. Conference Collections. 

Does any cause possess stronger claims, or appeal more tenderly and powerfully 
to the hearts of the church, than our historic Conference Collection, for the relief 
of superannuated preachers, and the widows and orphan children of deceased 
members of the Conference? I think not. I am happy to add that this monthly 
collection is on the up grade. The amount raised as of November, 1885, is $7,642.61, 
and as of November, 1895, $9,723 36— increase, $2,080.75, or 27.277 per cent.— to 
which must be added our part of the produce of the Publishing House, of the 
“ Colvin Bequest,” and of the “ Hall Fund,” etc. 

V. Sunday-Schools. 

The minutes of the Conference furnish gratifying facts with respect to Sunday- 
schools. In November, 1885, we had 709 Sunday-schools ; 7 ,741 officers and teachers ; 
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46,960 scholars ; 2,588 conversions : $16,733.06 raised for Sunday-school purposes 
In November, 1895, there were 783 schools — increase 74; 8,412 officers and 
teachers — increase 671 ; 59,719scholars— increase 12,759; 2,674 conversions — increase 
86; $21,502.36 collected and expended for Sunday-school purposes — increase 
$4,769.30. 

VI. Church Property. 

Our church property steadily increases. Our church edifices number 730— in- 
crease 41 ; valued at $1,803,318 — increase $494,318. Our parsonages number 135 — 
increase 40; valued at $248,715 — increase $79,065 ; and other property estimated to 
be worth $146,460— increase $59,080. 

Total value of all church property reported November, 1885, $1,565,837. 

Total value of all church property reported November, 1895, $2,198,113— increase 
$632,276, or 40.379 per cent. 

Standing as we do this day in the presence of these great results of this decade 
of Conference history, perhaps the last I shall have the opportunity of reviewing, 
I beg pardon if you have been worried by the length of this paper. But do not 
these facts and figures demonstrate the power of Virginia Methodism ? Best of 
all, do they not prove by the irresistible logic of glorious achievments that God is 
with us and in us? Unquestionably ! And in the words of an ancient seer, with 
a meaning in them deeper, more reverent and profound than he knew, may we 
not say, “ Surely there is no enchantment against Jacob, neither is their any divi- 
nation against Israel ; according to the time it shall be said of Jacob and of Israel, 
what hath God wrought?” or like Samuel at Mizpeh, here in Conference as- 
sembled at Lynchburg, the citadel of Southern Methodism, let us gratefully erect 
our Ebenezer, saying, Hitherto, the Lord has helped us. And catching the spirit 
of our departed fathers and brethren, into whose great labors we have entered, let 
us emulate the wisdom, the zeal, the wholehearted consecration of Early and 
Smith, of Lee and Doggett, of Duncan and Bennett, and of all the blessed dead, 
who await our coming on the shining shore and into whose glorious companion- 
ship we may soon enter forever and forever !

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THE CONFERENCE MISSION BOARD. 




The Board of Missions has carefully considered the papers reierrea to it oy me 
Conference, and begs leave to report as follows : 

The mission of the Church is to subdue the world unto Jesus Christ. This is its 
chief business. On its fidelity to this divinely appointed work depends its life. 
God has no use for a church whose sole aim is simply to maintain itself. To call 
such an organization a Church of Christ is a misnomer, and a grievous reflection 
on our Great Head. As well might we mistake the image of a man, fashioned o* 
snow, for the man himself. Such an organization, though claiming to be a churchy 
may expect to die; and it ought to die; and the sooner the better for the world. 
If w'e of the M. E. Church, South, we of the Virginia Conference, we of the seve- 
ral districts, circuits, stations, mission^ we as individual members, feel no interest 
and take no part in this movement to save the world, we may expect to be set 
aside and others substituted in our place whom the Lord can use. God will use 
us, but as an example of His displeasure. That, as a church, we are not entirely 
indifferent to this work, is evidenced by the fact that we contributed during the 
last fiscal year 15^ cents per capita for Foreign Missions, and 9 cents per capita for 
Domestic Missions. As a Conference, w^e contributed 19 cents per capita for the 
former and 11 cents for the latter. We dare not despise the day of small 
things, or undervalue the smallest token of love for Christ and His cause. But 
that 'such a contribution is a fair exponent of the ability of the Church we cannot 
believe. Nor can we believe that it is an adequate measure of the love of our 
people for Jesus Christ. 

An important, practical question is. How can our contributions be so increased 
that they will fairly represent our ability and give more adequate expression to

ing love. A ministry baptized with the Holy Ghost will not be afraid to tell men 
their duty and their privilege in this matter. Instead of presenting the cause in 
a sort of deprecating, apologetic tone, which conveys the impression that it would 
not be mentioned did not the law require it ; such a ministry will speak with the 
boldness and authority of a “ thus saith the Lord.” It will not plead the poverty 
of the people as an excuse for their delinquency, an excuse, by the way, which 
we fear is sometimes only the preacher’s apology to his own conscience for his in- 
difference and neglect. Poverty cannot exempt any one from interest in the work 
of Christ and effort to promote it. The Master’s eulogium of the poor widow and 
Paul’s commendation of the churches of Macedonia, whose “ deep poverty abounded 
unto the riches of their liberality,” ought to be a sufficient answer to the plea of 
poverty, and will be a sufficient inspiration to a ministry baptized wuth the Spirit of 
Christ to lay this great interest upon the consciences and hearts of men, whatever 
their condition in life. 

We offer for consideration and adoption by the Conference the following 
resolutions : 



1. That we urge our pastors to endeavor to secure a contribution for the cause of missions 
from every member of their respective charges. 

2. That they preach on the subject of missions in every congregation, and reinforce their 
sermons as far as possible by the dissemination of our missionary literature among the 
people. 

3. That the collections for this cause be taken early in the year. We suggest the month 
of May as probably most favorable to success, especially in our country work. 

4. That we comply wherever practicable with the disciplinary provision for the organi- 
zation of our Sunday-schools ,into missionary societies, and the holding of a missionary 
mass meeting in every charge.

REPORT NO. 2. 

It is impossible to over-estimate the importance and magnitude of the mission- 
ary work. The commands of our divine Lord, with respect to the universal pro- 
pagation of His gospel, are too positive and explicit to admit of any doubt as to 
the duty of the Church in this direction. “Go ye into all the world and preach 
the gospel to every creature ” still constitutes the marching orders of our ascended 
and glorified Christ, and the church that ignores those orders is guilty of disobedi- 
ence and disloyalty to the Son of God. Those who have the mind which was in 
Christ can but feel and manifest genuine and deep concern for the salvation of 
others. Those wdio profess to believe the gospel, and to be guided by its teach- 
ings, can but recognize the claims and needs of every nation under heaven who 
are without that gospel. That which was intended for all the world, and which 
is adapted to all the world, and which is the one imperative need of all the 
world, cannot be consistently withheld by the Church. It has pleased God to 
intrust the gospel to the Church, and the responsibility thus devolved upon her 
is great. How earnestly and faithfully therefore should she endeavor to meet the 
responsibility ! The Church must affirm her power of the gospel to save all who 
are accursed by sin. She must emphasize the truth, that it is the “power of God 
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unto salvation unto every one that believeth,” and that it is ‘ mighty through (jtOQ 
to the pulling down of strongholds, casting down imaginations ; and every high 
thing that exalteth itself against the knowledge of God, and bringeth into cap- 
tivity every thought to the obedience of Christ.” 

We may expect marvelous and permanent results wherever this divine gospel 
is faithfully preached. The readiness of the nations of the world to receive the 
gospel should inspire the Church with confidence and courage. The Macedonian 
cry is being heard from all directions, and the Church should promptly and 
cheerfully respond to that cry. The prospect for growth in our own mission fields 
were never so bright and promising. Let us, therefore, exert ourselves to the 
utmost in this period of golden opportunity and exalted privilege. We urge our 
pastors to give their respective congregations information and exhortation on 
this vital subject, and thus quicken the missionary conscience and stimulate 
missionary zeal. 

The Board has had under careful review the Domestic Missions of the Confer- 
ence, and reports very gratifying progress in this laudable and needful i\ork. 
Crewe, Asbury (Richmond), Fairmont Avenue (Richmond), and Fifth Street 
(Manchester), are now self-supporting, and others will become so in a fe^v years. 
The Board has helped sixty-five charges — over one-fourth of the entire number 
in the Conference — and it has tried earnestly to make wise and judicious appro- 
priations. It fully recognizes the needs of the work, and of those who do that 

work, and is anxious to respond to both. 

The noble and consecrated women of the Church are still prosecuting their work 
for missions with commendable interest and fidelity, and God is blessing their 
labors. The Rosebuds are also working with efficiency and success, and the 
great Head of the Church is attesting the worth of this army of little workers in 
His cause. The collections, considering the stringency of the times and the gene- 
ral depression which has prevailed, are most encouraging. The total amount 
raised for Foreign Missions this year is $15,902.58 ; for Domestic Missions, $9,517.95 j 
by the Woman’s Missionary Societies, $5,976.14; by the Rosebuds, $3,853.08. 
Grand total, $25,249.75. The Board makes an assessment of $13,500 for the ensuing 
year. The General Board of Missions makes an assessment of $22,800 for Foreign 
Missions. The Board will pay 95 per cent, on the appropriations for the past year
